OTU directions. The conquering army 
will not prooeod further Southward 
until after the arriyal of fresh troops 
from Maaohurla and Japan. By the 
middle of September the entire fovM 
will ezoeed 80.000 fighting men. 

Ooont Matsugata. minister of finance, 
has resigned from the Japanese cabinet 
beoanse of differences with Marquis Ito, 
prime minia^r. Viscount Watanabe. 
who retirea from tbe treasury last 
March to make room for Matsugata, 
now resumes his former position. 

The report recently sent out from 
Washington assertiug that toward the 
close of the war between China aud 
Japan a serious dilHculty threatened the

against R. M. Kelly, editor-in-chief of the 
Ix>nis ville Commercial, \V alter Forreater, 
managing editor, fi. Du Pont, pn^ilelor, 
and the Lonisville Press Company, which 
publishes the paper. 

Capiases for the arrest of all parties 
were issued Thursday, and the priaonera 
will be brought to Frankfort mr trial. 
R. M. Kelly is the uncle of Mary Ander- 
son, the celebrated actress, and he edu 
rated her for the stage. When he was 
in financial difTicnlties recently Miss An 
derson repaid his early eil'orts for her in 
ready cash and about ten-fold. 

B. Dii Pont has millions enough to 
make his name known in financial cir; 
cl^ throughout the country. Walter 
Forrester is the managing editor of the 
Commercial, and he, it is alleged, wrote 
the article upon which the indictments 
are brought. Briefly stated, the article 
was to the effect that Major Norman, Au- 
ditor of State, had falaiflad tha itoords in 
his annual report. 

It was alleged that he had stated that 
there was a balance of >11.14 in the State 
Treasury, when, aa a matter of fact, the 
books showed a deficit of 1290,000.
